The FBI mispe-pre sente d to tny JS, i or the pamphlets 
had not been rpinted at two shops. Moreover, if they had show ones picture of those 
they knew had been associates of one kind cr another of Oswald they would hove gotten 
a“prettv close identification. I have this from J ones. 1 showed him a series of aoout 
ICO unrelated pictures cf all sorts of people. He stopped or. one, uaru an-, t set, ana 
while seeing ho onuld not be positive, could noo, after tho long lapse m tine, js 2 
oil cartoin° h* «rnuld rive an g-ffinaetive answer to my limited question, vjnich one 
Lst sfrcSiy sugg^ted the men, definitely not Oswald, who had picked up the leaflet.

There ere these of us who have me -ns, 
but they never devote, any of them to me. Maggie hss recently financed something or * 
other, and she sp- nfc almost enough to get £ book cut on a party for Garrison. She 
not only has not helped me hut when I offered to get her book privately published 
if she would pay the rest she did not. Sylvie, need 1 bell yon, has foundklOO for 
horn ley, but see never once oxxereu to fins rice any of the copying of Archives documents 
end she did know, even before I met. you, thot I wno find lag things 1 i U st could not 
afford to get Xeroxed. TTis really unfortunate thing#, us perhaps is not as unusual 
as it at first seems, is that those of us who op.? really doing the labor, uro those 
who caA least afford to. Anyway, /.nco hr. a several times suggsstou such things to nia 
when u(. ... s ns re , v.ssn wo met at the -obby rally in Contra]. Fork, but has never done 
anything 3 bout it. The Citizens' Committees ssk me for books to sell, end send them 
on consignment, I hove yet to get from any the return c? even the postage. Sp, while 
my wife "ays for all of it tuu worries and worries, I keep/on with what for the 
present and for us are monumental, futilities. ...I think there is little possibility 
of any meaningful help, but I also think it, would very much help what we all want. 

Gary Schoener, e iter reading CntJP D ’ ITAT end l'O AT KOFcTSM, made a trip to Cornell to 
try ana see the leader of the black Olympics boycott in an effort tc get aim interested 
in cGUr, cut he got sick and lien' t get to do it. he aid try, and I am grateful.
